Wood was in command of his com- 
pany for some time before the break- 
ing out of the Civil War and up to the 
time he was commissioned as a 
Brigadier General of Volunteers. Gen. 
Wood, being a Kentuckian, held all 
Kentucklans In high esteem, promoted j 
Mr. Merchant to the position of First 
Sergeant of his company, and urged 
him to apply for a commission, which 
he did, but this application was re- 
jected on account of the opposition' 
of an officer whose enmity he had in-' 



In 1S.jC, while serving temporarily 
as Quartermaster Sergeant in charge 
of the wagon train of Gen. Harney's 
command, which was marching across 
the plains. Sergeant Merchant rode out 
tn front of his wagon — the troops be- 
ing some miles in advance — and 
when about a mile away from 
the train six Kiowa Indians 
suddenly came up out of a ravine, 
circled around and began an attack 
upon him. They wounded his horse, 
behind which he shielded himself as 
much as possible, and opened fire up- 
on them, with his Sharp's carbine, 
killing one and wounding too others 
10 that they could not get away, but 
not before one of them had thrown a 
lance which struck him In the face 
IBd laid open his left cheek, an ugly 



Vnllandlgham was expelled from thi 
Union lines it was Sergeant Merchant 
who had charge of the squad which 
delivered him to the Confederate 
pioketa at Guy's Gap. Tennessee. 

In the operations around Atlanta 
he was wounded in the leg, and, when 
with Gen. Kilpatrick on his raid 
south of Atlanta, had his horse killed 
under him. and just as he mounted 
another was struck upon the nose 
by a spent ball which made him feel 
of the hack of his neck to find where 
it passed out as he thought he 
was shot through the head. 

The greater portion of the later 
years of his service he was in com- 
mand of his company, the regiment 
being commanded by a Lieutenant, the 

her officers being absent as Coloneis 
and Generals in the volunteer service, 

In his discharge from the army he 
leaves a precious heritage to his chil- 
dren, as it is an eloquent testimonial 
to his gallantry and unswerving fealty 
to duty, showing that he participated 
in twenty-one regular battles and 
numerous skirmishes, and that his 
service had been honorable In a high 
degree. 

His last term of service expired 
just after the battle of Nashville, and 
although offered every inducement to 
re-enlist, he determined to return to 
civil life, accepted his discharge, came 
his city to reside and secured a 
position at the Old Commonwealth of- 
fice, where he worked at the case for 
number of years, until offered a 
poskion on the police force, of which 
organization he was a member about 
ten years, serving one or two terms as 
Chief. 

Although justly entitled to a pen- 
sion years ago, he steadily refused to 
apply for one until the Infirmities of 
age began to creep upon him and the 
opportunity for employment grew less. 
For eight years he was night watch- 
man at the United States Building, re- 
signing the position in February last, 
owing to failing health, and a desire 
to remove to a small farm he had pur- 
chased about two miles from the city.

TO THE DAIRYMEN AND CATTLE 
OF KENTUCKY. 



Shelbyville, Ky., Feb. 19, 1907. 

If you are interested 'in the dair 
business, either as a breeder of diar 
stock, or a producer of milk and crean 
it is very essential that you should 
take a day or two off and attend tl 
meeting to be held in Shelbyville, K; 
during the State Farmers' Institute, 
which will be in session Feb. 26, 27 
and 28. You may or may not have ex- 
perienced difficulties in satisfying 
certain Health Departments as to the 
health of your herd and sanitary con- 
dition of your barns. A great many 
have been confronted with this propo- 
sition, and the greatest feature of it 
is, that the Pure Food Department of 
Kentucky, the State Board of Health 
and the City Board of Health of Louis- 
ville are not working in harmony. In 
order that uniform rules shall govern, 
the Shelby County Dairy and Cattle 
Breeders' Association has deemed It 
wise to form a State Dairy Organiza- 
tion. We believe that we can have 
the Legislature appoint a Dairy Com- 
missioner, who shall be a practical 
man, and a State Veterinary Surgeon, 
who shall be subject to the call of 
every atockman, to Inspect his herd 
at the expense of the State. We also 
hope to have some laws enacted that 
will promote the dairy interests. 

The dairy busjnegs is^becojnjng a 
very important branch of agriculture 
in Kentucky. In Shelby county alone 
there are 130 dairy farmers. During 
the last session of the Legislature, a 
very unjust bill was ofTered by a mem- 
ber from Louisville, who represented 
a clique, who sought to plaee great 
power in the hands of one man, who 
could have your cattle slaughtered at 
will, 8 

were practiced to further the passage 
of this bill, there was a dummy bill 
printed in circular form and purport- 
ing to be a copy of the original, thai 
was sen* out for distribution among 
the dairymen of Shelby county. This 
dummy bill was changed in wording 
so as to appear far more reasonable 
and just than the original. The 
Shelby County Association went to 
Frankfort in large numbers and with 
the. assistance of members of the 
House and Senate, who readily saw 
the injustice that was being practiced, 
succeeding in defeating the passage of 
this bill, even after it had passed one 
committee. Tho Shelby TJounty As- 
sociation has done good work with 
members of the Louisville Board of 
Council. 

With a State organization, working 
together, we will be assured of fair 
and impartial laws. As the lawmakers 
of our State would not dare to op- 
press or destroy so important an in- 
dustry as dairy farming and with 
reasonable laws and fair prices for 
our products, there is no business that 
we can follow that will bring us so 
good a revenue and at the same time 
morenae the fertility of our farm 
lands. 

I trust that each man may consider 
this a personal invitation, and I al- 
most feel like guaranteeing his ex- 
penses of the trip, as I know that the 
benefits to be derived from a State 
organization will be very great. Aside 
from this feature you will be enabled 
to hear some of the greatest dairy 
lecturers in the United States, who 
will speak at the State Farmers' Insit- 
tute while you are here.

Dear Friends: — 

The past thirty days have been the 
most wonderful in the history of 
American farming. Our pool closed 
January 12th last and the Board of 
Directors met in Winchester on the 
15th following without a single plan 
perfected for caring for the two 
thirds of the 1906 Burley crop whic' 
had been placed in their hands t 
their fellow farmers to handle ar 
aell. How well placed that con 
dence was is shown by the facts a 
complished. At that meeting plai 
were formed which have been sui 
cient to overcome difficulties th 
seemed insurmountable; and nc 
those who at first scoffed at the id 
of a "lot of farmers" sticking I 
gether and doing something a 
opening their eyes in amazement 
the marvelous success we ha 
achieved. 

Every county in the district h 
financed its crop or arranged to 
eo; a thing that has wrecked all o 
previous organizations. The ease wi 
which It was accomplished has bee 
u surprise even to ourselves. Tt 
banks have been eager to secure oi 
patronage, and we have, been abl 
to offer collateral that is gilt-edged. 

Every county in this district h. 
secured warehouse accommodations . 
arranged to do so for such part < 
the crop as it will be necessary t 
care for at once; and everywhere th P 
owners who does not need the assist- 
ance of the financier and the ware- 
houseman, are tackling the job of 
handling their own crops with a con- 
fidence that augurs success; and in 
most of the counties, the Boards of 
Control have supervisors who will 
watch these outside crops and see 
that their conditions and treatment are 
kept up to the highest standards pos- 
sible. This should be looked after 
carefully in every county. 

These things have been done with- 
out any precedents to guide the 
County Boards and no man who Is 
not one of them can appreciate thej 
unselfish labor and worry they have 
endured in order that their fellow- 
men might be benefitted. The to- j 
bacco growers will he grateful and 
every man. woman and child in the 
Burley District ought to remember! 
with thankful hearts these men who' 
have "made bricks without straw," j 
who have made something of great 
value where formerly there was noth- 1 
ing. 

Besides all this, in most of the 
OOUntiei the campaign for the 1907 j 
crop is already on: and this is thej 
key to the situation. If we can pool I 
€0 per cent, of the 1907 crop thej 
world's tobacco buyers will be knock- 1 
ing at the doors of every warehouse 
under our control within a very short 
time; and before the fight is over 
we are going to have 95 per cent, and 
maybe more. Those who from faint 
heart stood out last year will come 
In this year when they see that we

JUST WHAT OUGHT TO BE DONE. 

At the recent convention of officers 
of the Kentucky National Guards, held 
in this city, the following resolution 
was offered by Col. W. B. Holdenian 
and unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That this Convention, in 
the interest of the Kentucky State 
Guard and in accord with the action 
of other States in providing for the 
militia, does respectfully and earnes 
ly urge upon the members of the 
legislature that will assemble in Jan., 
1908, to make such provision as will 
insure regular attendance at drills and 
other exercises necessary to the proper 
discipline and military training of the 
organized milita of Kentucky. Tc 
that end we state our belief that at 
tendance by enlisted men and non 
commissioned officers at drills, in- 
spections, parades and other exercises 
prescribed for the instruction of the 
Kentucky State Guard, be construed 
as the performance of one day's duty 
and be paid for at the Government 
rate of pay for such enlisted men and 
non-commissioned officers when on 
duty. No chiege— sif*!' presented 
against GWState by any regiment of 
the Kentucky Guard for more than 
fifty-two attendances per annum, at 
such exercises, by any member of ac- 
company, battalion or regiment. 

We have often wondered why this 
step had not been taken heretofore. 

majority 6f the young men. who 
compose the Guards, have positions 
upon which they are dependent for a 
livelihood, and these drills often inter- 
fere with their business interests. 

Again there are many fine young 
fellows who are deterred from enlist- 
ing in the Guards on account of these 
facts. They are desirable material 
out of which to make the best soldiers. 

We hope this resolution will be 
favorably acted upon by the Legis- 
attire.
